WHAT PRICE REVIVAL? 


By REv. P. W. PHILPOTT, D.D. 


| (Preached Sunday morning, Nov. 15, 1942, at Wheaton Bible Church, 
Wheaton, Illinois. Stenographically reported for Sword of The Lord). 


You will find the text this morning in the book of Ne- 
hemiah, chapter 2 and verse 18, the last clause of that eigh- 


teenth verse: 


“So they strengthened their hands for this good work.” 
The mission of Nehemiah did not reach its climax in the 
finishing of the walls that were around Jerusalem, the ac- 
count of which you get in chapter 7, verse 15; but rather in 
the great spiritual awakening that came to God’s people at 
that time, the account of which you get in the eighth chap- 
ter and the chapters that follow. After the walls had been 


completed and the restoration of the people had taken place, |: 


we read that they gathered themselves together as one man 
in the streets of Jerusalem, and they called upon Ezra the 
scribe to bring out the book of the law of Moses which God 
had commanded to Israel. And Ezra brought out the book of 
the law of God, and they had built for him a pulpit, we read, 
a pulpit of wood. I guess maybe that is the first time we read 
about a pulpit. And surraunding him were twelve of the eld- 
ers. And as he stood up before the people with the book of 
the law in his hand, a wave of intense emotion swept over 
that vast throng. He said, as he held it up before God, ‘Bless- 
ed by the Lord our great God.’ And they lifted their hands 
to Heaven and cried, “Amen, Amen,” and fell on their faces 
and worshipped. That was a great day in Israel. 


Now if you take the last few) 


verses of that seventh chapter and 
add those numbers together there, 
you will find that in that audience 
that Ezra addressed that day there 
were upwards of 50,000 peope. I 
do not know how they all heard 
that reading of the law, unless 
these twelve elders surrounding 
him relayed that message down 
the streets, for they hadn’t any 
public address systems in _ that 
time. No, nor radios. But we see 
they all heard that day the read- 
ing of the law. | 

But I want to read you this 
morning just a few verses, the ac- 
count of which we have here, the 
wonderful feeling and the spirit of 
worship that came to the people 
as they heard him read. In the 
eighth chapter, verse 8: 

“So they read in the book in the 
law of God distinctly,: and gave 
the sense” (not the nonsense) — 


“and caused them to understand 


» 


the reading. And Nehemiah, which 
is the Tirshatha, and Ezra the 
priest the scribe, and the Levites 
that taught the people, said unto 
all the people. This day is holy 
unto the Lord your God; mourn 
not, nor weep. For all the people 
wept, when they heard the words 
of the law. Then he said unto 
them” (That is Nehemiah at this 
point). “Go your way, eat the fat, 
and drink the sweet, and send por- 
tions unto them for whom noth- 
ing is prepared: for this day is 
holy unto our Lord: neither be ye 
sorry; for the joy of the Lord is 
your strength. So the Levites 
stilled all the people, saying, Hold 
your peace, for the day is holy; 
neither be ye grieved. And all the 
people went their way to eat, and 
to drink, and to send portions, and 
to make great mirth, because they 
had understood the words that

Dr. BOB JONES SAYS 


“I do not believe in revivals. 
People who are converted in revi- 
vals do not hold out.’ The editor 
has heard that many times. Thatis . 
not true. Revival conversions “hold 
out” better than any other kind. 
Some years ago we addressed an 


audience of two thousand minis- 
ters of the Gospel. “How many of 
you ministers were converted in a 
revival campaign?” the editor ask- 
ed. All but thirty-five of the group 
of two thousand stood, stating they 
were converted in some kind of re- 
vival campaign. All business men 
believe in a business revival. If 
business gets to a low ebb, they 
try to stimulate business. Poli- 
tical parties believe in revival. If 
there was not a political revival 
every four years, the Republican 
and Democratic parties would both 
die. Patriotism would die if there 
was not an occasional patriotic re- 
vival. When spirituality gets to a 
low ebb, a revival is needed. There 
has to be some life-in order to have 
a revival. A dead stump of a tree 
cannot be revived. It needs a resur- 
rection. Springtime is a revival in 
nature. The sap of the tree goes up 
and travels to every limb. Some 
of the old dead leaves that have 
stood through the chilly winds of 
winter are pushed off to the ground 
by the new life. in the tree. Some 
churches cannot have a revival. - 
They are spiritually dead. There 
must be some spiritual life in an 
ecclesiastical organization if there 
is to be a revival in that organiza- 
tion. Many of our churches are 
dead spiritually. Many others are 
dying. If there is any life in a 
church it can have a revival if the 


| people are willing to pay the price. 


The editor has been in evangelistic 
work many years.

were declared unto them.”’— Ne- 
hemiah 8:8-12. 

And as you read on, you see 
how wonderfully this awakening 
effected their lives in the common, 
ordinary affairs. 

But I want to talk to you this 
morning more particularly about 
some of the things they did which 
God responded to in this way. This 
revival came in response to some 
things that these people did. We 
are saved by grace, that is with- 
out money or without price or 
without works. But you pay for 
revivals. And I sometimes wonder 
if in this day with so much pray- 
ing for a revival if we are really 
ready to pay the price that they 
paid for it back there, especially 


in that time. There what they did 


then by way of strengthening their 
hands, I believe the church of God 
needs to do now. And I don’t know 
that we ever needed to do it more 
than right now..- 


Earnest, Prevailing, Secret Prayer 

First of all, I would have «you 
observe that they strengthened 
their hands by earnest, prevailing 
prayers; secret intercession before 
God, This mission was born of that 
kind of praying. You read the first 
verses of the very first chapter, 
and you will discover that this man 
Nehemiah received the tidings 
about Jerusalem that started him 
praying, in the month of December. 
In my margin of the King James 
Version, it is translated December. 
Josephus tells that he was walking 
about the walls that surrounded the 
palace of the king taking exercise, 
when he overheard someone speak- 
ing his mother tongue, speaking in 
Hebrew just outside the wall. He 
got down from the wall, and there 
he found, as you learn from this 
first chapter, that one of the men 
speaking there was his own blood 
brother. These men had just come 
from Jerusalem, and they knew 


about what was taking place under | 
the leadership of Ezra the scribe | 


in connection with the temple. Ne- 
hemiah asked them about the pre- 
vailing conditions, and they told 
him how the people were greatly 
distressed. And Nehemiah said that 
when he heard these things he sat 
down and he wept and he prayed 
and he fasted many days. Now 


- following that statement, you have 


the prayer that Nehemiah prayed. 
And I suggest to you this morn- 
ing, that you take that prayer in 
the first chapter of Nehemiah and 
read it carefully. I think you will 
agree with me when I say that 
that is the kind of prayer our na- 
tion and we as individuals ought 
to be praying.to God right now. 

I said to a little group since I 
have been in your city that we are 
very much. concerned about the 
war and the condition the war 
brings to us, but we haven't giv- 
en enough consideration’ to the 
cause of the war. Why the war? 
There is a.why for it. Friends, 


. make. no mistake about it. But I 


can’t go into that. I believe this 
is the kind of prayer that we 
should be praying nationally to- 
day; not only for victory, not on- 
ly for strength; but we Should. be 
confessing sins and turning. back 
to God in genuine repentance be- 
cause of our sins. 


This mission was born of prayer. 
He prayed for at least four months 
before anything happened. And I 
know it was secret prayer, because 
in the second chapter he says, ‘I 
never told any man what God had 
put in my heart. to do for Jeru- 
salem.’ And that is a thing I have 
been observing lately in reading 
my Bible — that it is not the pray- 
er meetings that is emphasized so 
strongly in the Bible, but it is 
praying, and it is secret praying. 
It is really getting alone with God 
somewhere behind closed doors and 
pouring out your heart to Him, 
where you are not afraid of your 
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grammer or of anybody criticising 


| you, where you can just tell God 


the truth about yourself and tell 
Him how you feel about the con- 
ditions, without being ashamed. He 
understands. 

You will notice if you start back 
in the thirty-second of Genesis 
where we have the first recorded 
prayer~in the Bible, that it was 
prayed to God by a man who was 
all alone. He was left alone and 
he prayed. 

You will find that Moses — he 
would take his associates to a cer- 
tain point, but then he would say, 
‘You stay here,’ and he went on 
up the mountain until he was alone 
with God. 

And above and more than any 
other, it is said One tarried all 
night in prayer to God, and that 
He ‘Rose up a great while before 
day’’ to pray. And in the Garden 
He left Peter and James and John 
and went a little further and fell 
on His face and prayed and made 
intercession with strong cryings 
and tears. And once it is said that 
He sweat great drops of blood. You 
can’t pray like that with people 
with you, or in prayer meetings. 
You just have to be behind that 
closed door talking to God. It is 
that kind of. prayer that brings 
things to pass. I am not going to 
try to tell you why God responds 
to that kind of prayer and seem- 
ingky doesn’t respond until you 
pray like that. But that is the 
teaching here in the Book. 

I said to someone the other day 
when they asked me if I thought 


'that prayer really made a differ- 


ence, that the best argument for 
prayer is the fact that Jesus Christ 
prayed. The holy Son of God 
prayed more than anyone else, it 
would appear to me. And if He 
needed the strength and the cour- 
age and the power that comes from 
secret prayer, we surely need it, 
May He teach us to pray. 

Now I believe all great revivals 
in the history of the church have 
been born in the same way that 
Nehemiah’s mission ,was_ born. 
Back in 1850 the celebrated infidel, 
Hugh. Walpole, made a statement 
to the effect that religion had real- 
ly lost its credit, that the clergy 
had lost the confidence of the peo- 


»ple, that the doctrines and teach- 


ings of the Bible were rediculed, 
and religion could scarcely support 
itself. And his prediction was that 
in a little .while the claims of 
Christ woud cease to weigh. 


In New York City a man by 
the name of John Lanthier became 
so burdened because of. those con- 
ditions, that he accepted them lit- 
erally as a challenge to his faith, 
and first of all he started to pray 
along in that old Dutch Reformed 
church at noon time. And then 
there came five others, and then 
they increased to forty. And then 
that noonday prayer meeting in- 
creased to 4,000, not all in that 
church, but they were praying all 
over Brooklyn, all around New 
York. And it all started with that 
one man behind those closed doors. 
Then they took Chambers Street 
Theater in New York City and for 
six weeks they prayed there. I have 
never been able to find out who did 
the preaching or whether they had 
any. But 50,000 people in those six 
weeks came to Jesus Christ. And 
500,000 in the state of New York 
during that year came to Jesus 
Christ. And 9,000 joined churches 
in the city of Philadelphia in that 
particular year. And it all started 
with one man who had'a burdened 
heart and who believed God. That 
was the secret of victory. That 
is what. comes of praying. 

But this mission not only was 
born of prayer, it was sustained 
by praying. I sometimes think we 
start all right, but we fall down 
on the journey somewhere. Then 
people had opposition when they 
began, you know that. No man ev- 
er stepped out to do a definite work 
for God but what he is going to 
be opposed. The devil will take 
care of that all right enough, you 
know. They had lots of it. It was 
organized and came from those 
high up. Kings got to be against 
him. At first they came wid rid- 
icule, and that isn’t easy to bear. 
They said, “Oh, you are building 
a wall! If a fox were to hit it with 
his tail it would fall.” And it is 
said that “they laughed us to 
scorn.” What did Nehemiah do? 
He said, “Nevertheless we made 
our prayer unto God” and went 
on with the work. God took care 
of the situation. I want to suggest 
to you that that is the way the

Drunkenness brought doom to 
Babylon and death to Belshazzar 


as he and a thousand of his lords

enness will characterize the last 
days of this dispensation. (Matt. 
24:49). |

Look at the warnings in it 
against the use of strong drink. 

Proverbs 20:1 declares: 

“Wine is a mocker, strong drink 
is raging; and whosoever is de- 
ceived thereby is not wise.” 

Could anything be plainer than 
that? It takes in everybody, .ev- 
erywhere, all the time. “Wine is a 
mocker, strong drink is raging; 
and whosoever is deceived thereby 
is not wise.” 

Isaiah declared: ; 

“Woe unto them that rise up 
early in the. morning, that they 
may follow strong drink; that con- 
tinue until night, till wine inflame 
them.” (Isaiah 5:11). 

And again: 

“Woe unto them that are ‘mighty 
to drink wine, men.of strength to 
mingle strong drink; which justi- 
fy the wicked for reward, and take 
away the righteousness of the righ- 
teous from him.” (Isaiah 5:22-23). 

Habakkuk declared: 

“Woe unto him that giveth his 
neighbor drink, that puttest thy 
bottle to him, and maketh him 
drunken also, that thou mayest 
look upon their nakedness.” (Heb. 
B10}. 

Preverbs 23:29-33 reads: 

“Who hath woe? who hath-sor- 
row? who hath contentions? who 
hath babbling? who hath wounds 
without cause? who hath redness 
of eyes?” 

‘Here is the answer: 

“They that tarry long at. the 
wine; they that go to seek mixed 
wine.” 

And listem to this admonition: 

“Look not thou upon the wine 
when it is red, when it giveth his 
color in the cup, when it moveth 
itself aright.” 


Because: 

“At the last it biteth like a serp-. 
ant, and stingeth like an adder. 
Thine eyes shall behold strange 
women, and thine heart shall ut- 
ter preverse things.” 

“Look not upon it’”’—Let it alone. 
Have nothing. to do with it. Ab- 
stain from the use of it. Shun it 
like you would a snake. Avoid it 
as you would a poisonous adder. 

And listen to this unequivocal 
warning that ought to make every 


drunkard’s heart miss a beat when | 


he hears or reads it: 


‘Now the works of tise flesh are

National Association of Evangeli-1 
~cals have been interested in evan- 


gelism, but little satisfactory prog- 


_ress-could be made last year. The 


committee on evangelism, picked 
ahead of time, included not a sin- 
gle evangelist, not a single widely- 
known soul winner. Thirty-five 
evangelists were present in the 
meeting; men who were then in 
full time revival work or were 
heads of departments of evangel- 
ism for various denominations or 
who had spent years in full time 
revival work, yet none of these 
men were on the committee of 
evangelism. The chairman public- 
ly stated, “We don’t want any of 
this Billy Sunday stuff,’ and said 
that in his church in thirty years 
he had not had seven evaiigelistic 
campaigns. Two pastors were on 
the committee, I believe, besides 
the chairman. These pastors were 
assigned to write the preamble to 
the report, while the chairman and 
two Inter-Varsity Fellowship lads, 
fine young fellows, prepared thé re- 
port on evangelism. They first sug- 
gested a “guinea pig” experiment 
of evangelism without any evans 
gelists, a large city simultaneous 
campaign to be controlled by the 
organization, etc. When thirty-five 
evangelists met and sent Dr. Bod 
Jones and this editor to appeal to 


~ 


the committee on evangelism, that 
plan was laid aside for the time. 
The thirty-five evangelists felt that 
it would be foolish to put the As- 
sociation of Evangelicals on record 
as against the great revival cam- 


against the work of mass evan- 
gelism as carried on by reputable 
evangelists now, and to tie itself 
down to a new kind of program, 
which controlled as an experiment 
by amateurs, might not be success- 
ful. They also felt that with so 
-many denominations ~ represented 
with differences of belief, the Asso- 
ciation of Evangelicals ought not 
to too rigidly try to fit everybody 
into one plan. 

At the coming meeting in Colum- 
bus, Evangelist Hyman Appelman, 
Dr. Bob Shuler, Dr. Kallenbach, Dr. 
Bob Jones, and other evangelists 
will be heard, and we are sure that 
a more sensible and workable plan 
will be wrought out to actually pro- 
mote evangelism.

Pray For Merging of National 
Association of Evangelicals 
American Council 


One very important matter for 
prayer and study is the: relation- 
ship between the National Asso- 
ciation of Evangelicals and the 
American Council of Churches. 
Both organizations have the same 
general aims and hopes. I think 
the principal difference is that the 
American Council of Churches is 
led by the more aggressive funda- 
mentalists, men who have boldly 
broken with the modernistic lead- 
e:ship in their denominations. Dr. 
Carl McIntire of .Collingswood, 
New Jersey, Presbyterian, is the 
president of this group, I believe. 
The entire group of Independent 
Fundamental Churches of America 
associates with the American 
Council of Churches. So does the 
entire Regular Baptist Association 
of Churches led by Dr. Robert Ket- 
cham of Waterloo, Iowa. The Reg- 
ular Baptist Churches have in most 
cases come out of the Northern 
Baptist Convention because of the 
proven modernism and wicked in- 
fidelity among leaders of that con- 
vention. The I. F. C. A. churches 
are independent churches, but usu- 
ally led by men who came out from 
the denominations because of the 
modernism in the leadership of 
each denomination. 

On the other hand: the National 
Association of Evangelicals is led 
principally by men who have stay- 
ed inside the denominations. Nat- 
urally such men are not as agres- 
sive. They are a little afraid of 
the boldness of the American Coun- 
cil. They are afraid of the leader- 
ship of Dr. Carl McIntire. They are 
a little embarrassed, we believe, by 
the independents in their own 
ranks. The American Council lead- 
ers have sometimes accused the 


| National Association of Evangeli- 


cals of being compromisers, not 
willing to openly attack the Fed- 
eral Council and its modernism. 
And I am very sorry to say that 
the National Association of Evan- 
gelicals, through their official 
spokesman, have sometimes gone 
so far as to accuse the American 
Council leaders of self seeking and 
falsehoods. : 

Actually, though American 
Council leaders may be sometimes 
over critical, each of them has paid 
a real price for leadership, and 
openly fought the Federal Council 
of Churches and modernism, and 
has ‘gained leadership at a terrific 
price in friends. I have personally 
the deepest respect for men like 
Dr. McIntire, like Dr. Bob Ketch- 
am, Rev. William McCarrell. I 
frankly believe that their aggres- 
sive leadership is needed in the 
National Association of Evangeli- 
cals. They have more experience 
in fighting modernism and in 
standing for the fundamentals of 
the faith. They have paid a higher 
price for their loyalty to Christ, 
in mest cases. However, Bible be- 
lievers might differ with. these 
bold, aggressive men of God who 
are willing to fight or die for the 
faith, we ought to respect them 
earnestly and love them for their 
great works’ sake. If it had not 
been for the work of many who 
were willing to lose the friends of 
a lifetime and come out of the 
denominations or be thrown out be- 
cause of their bold stand for Christ 
and the Blo6dd and the Book, I 
think the National Association of 
Evangelicals would not now be pos- 
sible. 

Last year at the Cicago meet- 
ing of the National Association of 
Evangelicals it was 11y privilege 
to move that a committee be ap- 
pointed to discuss with other such 


bodies plans for union with the 


National Association of Evangeli- 
calg, I am sorry that I allowed the 
motion to be changed to authorize 
the executive committee so to act 
instead of a special committee 
which might have been more 
friendly toward the American 
Council. What the executive com- 
mittee has done on.this matter has 
not been yet announced. It is my 
earnest hope, and I am sure it is 
the hope of the vast majority of 
the National Association of Fvan- 


-gelicals, that-union can be ef‘ected 


on a democratic and Christian 
basis, with the American Council 
of Churches. Certainly these two 
bodies of Christian men, all o° them

“Dear ‘Brother Rice: 

“I have just finished reading 
your booklet entitled What’s 
Wrong with the Dance? and am 
troubled, and have been for some 
time, on something very similar. 

“Several of us High 
students have attended the -——-— 
Bible Camp near —y 
and have come. back to do our 
best to help others meet their Sa- 
viour. A young people’s prayer 
meeting was organized and weekly 
we come in Christian fellowship for 
perhaps an hour or so. We have 
had one school nite set aside as 
‘church night’ and no school activ- 
ity is to take place on that night. 
We have acquired the name of 
‘Church Gang’ among the other 
boys and girls. 

“Most of us girls room in town 
and have no place to entertain 
guests. A few of us go with boys 
from a nearby town who are also 
Christians and as we would like to 
talk awhile we are forced to sit 
in the cars or go home without 
discussing the happenings of the 
week. We have chosen to sit out 
in the cars. Naturally the boys put 
their arms around us. I have a 
feeling that this is wrong. A feel- 
ing comes over me that I don’t 
think I should have. All of the 
girs allow this and seem to think 
nothing of it. When I say anything 
to them about it they look at me 
as though they thought I was get- 
ting rather stiff although a few 
agree with me but, like myself, 
can’t seem to break away from it: 
Do you think that I’m being just 
a prude or have I honestly inter- 
preted what is right but for fear 
of losing friends’ cling to what is 
really wrong? 

“Recently an argument arose be- 
tween us and those who go to 
dances, etc. During the course of 
conversation they said that they’d 
rather dance than sit out in cars 
necking. There wasn’t much we 
could say — I believe we were 
guilty. 

“In your article you said that 
the dance was the mother of lusts. 
Are not our ‘conversations’ just 
as bad? Isn’t necking as bad as the 
dance or have I misunderstood the 
meaning of the word? When I was 
in the seventh and eighth grade I 
attended a few dances at which I 
never experienced any excitement 
‘but perhaps that was because I 
was too young. 

“T don’t regret giving up the 
dance. I have no desire to go to 
any now but at times our points 
against it are lost when we do 
practically the same thing with a 
different background. We want to 
do what is right and it seems we 
are practically losing souls for 
Christ instead of gaining them. 

“Should we refuse to do these 
things even if it means we will 
have only girl companions or shall 
we go ahead disregarding the fu- 
ture. Most likely within a year 
we will go with different boys. Will 
others respect us less because we 
allow such things or will they have 
the same record, even Christians? 
When, in years to come, we meet 
someone we really care for will 
the fact that we have let other 
boys put their arms around us 
make any difference in his care 
for us? It seems to me it would; 
am I too stiff? Does a boy re- 
spect and care for a girl more 
when she won't do these things?

had not been for a lot of shavings? 
‘ on the other side, he might have 


killed him. That big fellow then 


came down and said, ‘I lost my tes- 


timony and sinned against God, I 
want you to pray for me.’

A Serious Inventory 

But there was also a serious in- 
ventory. I will just have to pass 
over some points very quickly.

He went to the dung gate and 
to the dragon gate. .ie went to the 
Sheep gate. He went to the king’s 
pool.

Nehemiah returned from the tour

Finaily they came to 2 
farm yard, and tnere they sawea 
woman on her face, and she was 
screeching, “Heip* Help! Help! 
Help!” They went over beside her 
and took hold of her, and said, 
“What’s the matter?” They 
thought she was insane. She was 
looking right down in an old well. 
‘“My baby is down here!” she cried. 
The old well had been covered over 
for years but the boards had rot- 
ted. They couldn’t see any baby, 
just black water down there. But 
this man never waited, he just 
jumped down fifteen or sixteen feet 


to the bottom, That is a long way | 


to jump when you are out of breath 
and have been running. He tried 
to find the baby, but he didn’t 
make. it. He came up and got his 
breath and went down again, and 
would you believe it, he had the 
baby. By this time Red had ar- 
rived and the father from the back 
of the farm had heard the scream- 
ing and had come. He went to 
the barn and got an old ladder and 
let it down in the well. But the 
rungs of that ladder were like the 
boards over the well. It was rot- 
ten, too. And he went back in the 
well. But he took the baby’s cloth- 
ing in his teeth, and got hold of 
the sides of the well and pulled 
himself up. When he came up, they 
all said with one breath, “She is 
dead!” ’ 


But the young doctor worked 
and worked and worked and 
worked. And every little while his 
cousin would say, “It is no use, she 
is dead.” But by and by her little 
chest heaved and there was a glad 
cry all around. She was alive. 

I am telling all of that because 
about three months later they 
brought him from Toronto Univer- 
sity to honor him for the saving of 
this life. Well, the ceremony was 
to be in the colegiate institute. 
(That is what they call the high 
schools in Canada. Kind of high 
hat, isn’t it?) They were going to 
hold the celebration in the high 
school auditorium. And I thougnt 
maybe I could get in, for I loved 
this boy. I thought I could get in 
and witness the ceremony. But at 
the door I was told, ‘“‘No, Mr. Phil- 
pott, I am sorry. We are turning 
a lot away. The only ones who are 
allowed in this building are those 
who have been students in this in- 
stitute. 

I went over to his mother’s 
house. I knew he would be over 
there after he got through. I saw 
the big fellow coming. When he 
came in he had a medal. I said, 
“Harold, how did you get out?” 

“Oh,” he said, “it was rotten.” 

“What was rotten?” 

“Oh,” he said, ‘all that nonsense. 
They kept me standing on my feet 
over there after Adam Brown 
pinned the medal on me.” 

Adam Brown was always the one 
to pin the medals on. He was the 
postmaster, and old Scotsman over 
95 years old, and no matter who 
was to get honored, he had to hon- 
or them. 

“I stood before those fellows. 
They made a fool of me. They said, 
‘Kiss the baby, Hal,’ and I took 
her up and kissed her. Then they 
said, ‘Speech! Speech!’ ” 

I asked him, ‘‘What did you say?” 

He replied, “I just asked them 
a question.”’ ~ 

‘“What was it?’ I asked. 

“IT asked them, What are you 
making all this fuss about, any 
way? There isn’t a boy in this 
school but what would haye 
jumped down in that well had he 
known this baby was at the bottom 
ork 

That is what makes the differ- 
ence ——- something worthwhile to be 
done; a live to be saved, souls to 
be saved. The devil is not only 
blinding the minds of those who 
believe not, lest the light of the 
glorious gospel should shine unto 
them, but he is blinding the minds 
of believers to the need of the 
world. We don’t feel a need, I 
think, like our parents did when 
they prayed for us. 

We have got to face the con- 
ditions. God knows they are dis- 
tressing enough! They should drive 
us frequently behind that door to 
pray, if we didn’t do anything else, 
for our boys. When I think of mine, 
and my grand sons, after having 
four in the last war and the hell 
we went through for four years, 
and now again! Surely these con- 
ditions should drive us to our faces 
before God. God is our réfuge. God

They strengthened their hands 
by hearty codperation. Everybody 
went to work and did something. 
They got under it. Some built a 
great space in the wall, and some 
a lesser space. We are told about 
one fellow who built over against 
his chamber. I imagine his house 
was right in the wall. But he was 
an invalid and couldn’t do much, 
but he built that window sill in. 
He built over against his chamber, 
and God put him on the honor roll. 
We will never be rewarded for our 
greatness or our successes. If you 
ever get a reward from God — 
and you xnow rewards are sep- 
arate from your salvation — it is 
going to be for faithfulness. It is 
not going to be, “Well done good 
and successful servant,’ No. It is 
going to be, “Well done, good and 
faithful servant.” And I can be 
faithful in the little place in which 
God has put me. And you can be 
faithful where you are living your 
life. Don't you see, it is the little 
things. I am glad this man got his 
name in there. He did the little he 
could do and left the rest with 
God. And that is all He expects of 
any one. Isn’t that wonderful? - 

I am going to tell you a story 
about a girl and her father in 
Hamilton, Ontorio. I saw this girl 
sitting there with her mother by 
her side, right down in front. She 
had a wicked father. He was called 
the prince of blasphemers. He nev- 
er went to church. But one Sunday 
night in a great audience of people, 
I saw this giant ef a man right 
near the back. Beside him was his 
wife and his little daughter. And 
when we made the appeal to come 
to God, the little girl stepped out 
and started up the aisle. She was 
about twelve or thirteen years old. 
When she got part way up, she put 
her handkerchief over her face and 
sobbed. And this big fellow sudden- 
ly got very hot. I could see him 
with his handkerchief and knew he 
was going thrcugh something. I 
wanted to go back there and speak 
to him, and then I felt restrained, 
and I never went near. But on 
Tuesday night, our prayer meeting 
night, who should walk in but that 
big man, carrying a new Bible. 
And he was carrying it as if he 
wanted everybody to see it. He 
said, “I know you folk are sur- 
prised to see me carrying a Bible, 
and at prayer meeting. My wife 
bought this Bible for me this morn- 
ing, and I have carried it right 
down the street tonight. I want all 
the people of Hamilton to know 
that I am on the side of God and 
the Bible.”’ : 

It sounded good to us. Then he 
told. this story. He said, 

“T was in the big meeting Sun- 
day night when my little daughter 
went forward. I thought I would 
die in ‘that seat. I was so glad 
no one bothered me. As soon as 
I could get out in the open air, 
I made for it. When I got out in 
the street, one of the neighbors 
came up and took hold of my hand 
and said, ‘Phil, I am mighty glad 
to see you at church.’ And he start- 
ed to walk with me. I said, “Broth- 
er, leave me alcne. I don’t want 
anybody to walk with me.” I went 
on home alone. I went over in the 
corner and sat down. About a half 
hour later my wife and daughter 
came into the house. As soon as 
they camz in, my daughter shoved 
a chair over beside mine and sat 
down and put her hand on my 
knee. She never said a word. She 
seemed to stay there an awful long 
while quiet. I said, ‘Well, you will 
have to be up early. You had bet- 
ter go to bed.’ She never moved. 
I said a little bit later, insistently, 
‘Go to bed.’ She got up and moved 
away about six feet and then 
stopped. I looked after her and she 
turned and looked at me. The tears 
were falling over her face. I said, 
‘What’s the.matter, Child?’ She ran 
back and put her arms around my 
neck. She said, ‘Daddy, you know 
what happened tonight. You know 
down in that church I gave myself 
to Christ tonight. And you are my 
daddy. You ought to kelp me. You 


ought to pray in this house. You- 
ought to read the Bible with moth- 


er and me in this huse.’” 

You should have heard that big 
fellow tell that story. I don’t think 
there was a dry eye in that prayer 
meeting. You may nct understand 
nor agree with what he did, but he 
said, “Get the Bible, bring it here, 
I will read it.” a — whan 
and got down there and pray 
All he could do was to say, “God 


be merciful to me, a’sinner.” And 


he said, “The Lord heard me, Peo- 
ple, and here I am a new creature.” 

Now if all the ministers in town 
had gotten together and tried to 
get him, I don’t think they would 
have accomplished it. But that lit- 
tle girl, whose heart was freshly 
filled with the love of .God, con- 
strained by that compassion, she 
did it. I told the inen up at the 
preacher’s meeting the other night 
at the colege, There is no method 
for doing this kind of thing. You 
can’t lay plans and all that sort 
of thing. I have done a lot of that, 
and prepared a sermon for a cer- 
tain man I knew was going to be 
there in the meetiny, but just as 
I got my bomb ready to explode, 
he wasn’t there when it exploded. 
This thing is not by might nor 
by power. It is ky My Spirit, saith 
the Lord. 


Gracious Reconciliation 


Not only by intercession and co- 
Operation, but by gracious recon- 
ciliation. You read in the fifth 
chapter, and would you believe it 
that this dear people had a griev- 
ance on the inside, a trouble amon 
themselves like the one I was dé- 
scribing awhile ago, only it was 
worse. It was very serious. By and 
by it began to affect them and Ne- 
hemiah said he called the assembly 
together. He wasn’t afraid of what 
the other fellows would do on the 
outside. But he was terribly ner- 
vous when he found what was on 
the inside. So he called them all 
together and heard the sad story 
from the women who cried, “Not 
only are our lands taken and our 
homes taken, but our sons and 
daughters are in bondage already.” 
I think it was moral bondage. The 
richer Jews had taken advantage 
of their needs and their trouble 
and had exploited them. And Ne- 
hemiah said, “I was angry, and 
said, ‘Will you sell your- breth- 
ren.’’’ And they said to Nehemiah, 
“We will not only do what you ask 
us to do...’ He had asked them 
to restore, only to restore a reas- 
onable amount of what was taken. 
But they said, “We are going to 
give back everything.” And would 
you actually. believe it, in that fifth 
chapter we read that the congrega- 
tion said Amen, and praised the 
Lord, The congregation said it, 
and the men did as they said they 
would do. Then you read: “And 
the people did according to this 
promise.” 


Now then a story and I am done. 


I went to preach for five weeks 
in a church, from Monday until 
Friday each week. I had to be 
home to my Own work on Sunday. 
The last week began on Sunday 
and was to finish on the next Fri- 
day. On that Friday night I had 
dinner at the home of the Method- 
ist pastor. All the preachers were 
together in a united effort. An old 
lady who had been eighteen years 
on her bed, paid all the expenses. 
I had had the honor some years be- 
fore of leading her son to Christ. 
She paid all the expenses of the 
meeting and took care of me. Ev- 
erything in connection with that 
meeting she paid. And now she was 
praying all those weeks! But aft- 
ernoon meetings and night in all 
those weeks we never ‘had one 
manifestation or anybody respond 
to any appeal we made. If you 
don’t think that is heartbreaking, 
you have never been trying to win 
souls and you don’t know how bad 
a fellow can feel. That is what 
happened. The last Friday I had 
dinner with this Methodist minis- 
ter, a young man. And then right 
in the midst of the meal he broke 
out in tears. I turned and looked 
at him and said, 

‘‘What’s the matter?” 

He said, ‘I feel like a criminal.” 

“Like a criminal? Why?” 

“T am to blame for the conditions 
in this community. I have the bulk 
of the young people in this com- 


munity with me in my church, and | 


for four years I have been preach- 
ing right against the things you 


have been preaching. I have de- 


stroyed the faith of the young peo- 
ple in that Book. That is why you 
are having no response. I just felt 
like a criminal.” 

There were just four of us there, 
himself, his wife, my wife and my- 
self. I said to him, 

“Now preacher, I finish tonight. 
I will not say a word about what 
you tell me. But I will pray that 


_God will help you to say the word.” 


He said, “I will say it next Sun- 
v,: : 

About ten days later my wife 
had a letter from his wife. It read 
something like this: 

“Dear Mrs. Philpott: 

“We ere having a Aittle Welch’

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revival going on in this commun- 


ity.” Then she told how her hus- 


band, instead of preaching Sunday 


morning had stepped out from be- 


hind the pulpit and made his con- 
fession to his congregation that he 
had made to me. And then he said, 
“Now Friends, I feel responsible 
for the conditions in this commun- 
ity. God has been talking to me, 
and I am turning again to the au- 
thority of God’s Word.” And he 
asked the people to forgive him. 
His dear wife said in her letter, 
“I don’t think until I get to Heav- 
en I will ever have the same kind 
of feeling. The next moment such 
a hush came over the congregation. 


Then up jumped old Brother Ar-. 


cher.” He was a patriarch in that “ 


community. He was right on. the 
front seat. I used to ask him to 
pray nearly every afternoon of the 
meeting. He got up and said, “No, 
Preacher, you are not altogether 
to blame. I have -been felling like 
you for a week, too. I have been 
feeling like a criminal .Everybody 
knows about the feuc that has been 
going on between my family and 
the household of Brother Stewart. 
You talked about how badly you 
felt — last communion I saw the 
Stewarts come and kneel around, 
and none of my people would go 
when any of the Stewarts were 
there. But’ when the Stewarts 
moved away, then my family 


moved up.” Good God, could you - 


wonder there is no blessing witha 


those conditions prevailing? He- 


went on to talk about it. 


Then the pastor said, “Maybe 


somebody else wants to say some- 
thing.” ~ : 
Brother Stewart was equal to it. 


He got up from the other side, . 


walked over where Mr. Archer 
was, took the old man’s hand, and 
said, “I have said some wicked, 
hard things about you. Will you 
forgive me?”’ We are old men, and 
we will be going into God’s pres- 
ence in a few days. We will go to- 
gether without this bitterness in 
our hearts and on our consciences.”’ 

The preacher’s wife said, “Those 
two old men dropped down on their 
knees in front of that pulpit, with 
their gray heads side by side. A 
billow of glory swept from the 
throne of God over that congre- 
gation. And,” she said, “we went 
down like a wheatfield before a 
sSummer’s zephyr.’’ And then she 
said they began to come. Thirty- 
seven or thirty-eight folks were 
kneeling around that altar. Almost 
all of them were related to those 
two men, most of them young 
people, too. She said, “Now we are 
going from house to house having 
prayer meetings, and people are 
being saved in the homes and all 
over the community when the 
preacher swung back to the Word 
of God.”

But we have been 
turning away from the authority 
of this Bible. God has been grieved. 


Let’s bow our heads in prayer. 


Oh God, we could pray for all 
Thy children. We could pray that 
every one who, believes in the au- 


thority of the Scriptures would - 


come out of the woods and would 
come right out definitely and reaf- 
firm their faith in these great veri- 
ties, and witness to the world that 
we believe God. Oh how much that 
might mean! That might go a pn 
way in solving our great nation 
problems ut this time. God, help 
at this hour. 

Lord, if there are those who have 
permitted themselves to be affected 
in some way, like the man Archer 


or the man Stewart, help us to 


think it threugh. If we can’t help, 
Oh God, save us from hindering 
the work of the Holy Spirit in the 
midst of the people. ay we 
strengthen our hands for this good 
work. We believe You are going
